The league sends 
lecturers to ‘assist in ‘forming local 
groups, publishes a monthly magazine 
and helps to circulate costumes, prop- 
erties and acti versions of plays 
‘among its members. ~ Ww.

No play that is really worth while 
can be properly produced except in a 
properly equipped theatre and by an\ 
experienced showman. The dramatists 
know this. They never fail to offer 
their work first to the commercial 
manager, and it is only after he has 
refused it that they allow it to be 
“done” ss best it may’ be by one of 
the “groups.”

Yo the ‘Dramatic Editor: 

‘Though the bumptiousness of Amer- 
fcans -who proclaim. New York: the 
theatrical centre of the universe is 
often ignorant and annoying, at least 
one American comes away from the 
theatres of Paris with the firm con- 
‘viction that ‘the pessimistic reports 
that have issued from American vis- 
ftors in that city are wholly justified 
and that New York, in comparison, 
has many reasons to. be proud, I have 
seen-—I believe, I have,seen-—every im- 
portant. French. production during the 
late Spring season, and I have as yet 
made no gladdening discovery. Hardly 
any play I have seen-heré in Paris 
would..make any one at homeesthet- 
ically. any happier or financially any 
richer. 

Yet, for the - theatrically-minded 
there are certain valuable 
to be learned from a visit to the Pa- 
risian playhouses. Take, for instance, 
“La Prisonniére,” the big hit of the 
current season. It is a play with an 
unusnal and “daring” theme, “very 
well made and very .well acted.” But 

\ to: any but the most superffcial ob- 
servation this play proves itself fun- 
damentally dishonest, fundamentally 
conventional, and hence artistically 
null. All its Parisian cleverness (the 
so-called tact and delicacy with which 
its “dangerous” theme is treated) is 
simply a set of tricks by which its 
author avoids facing any of the play’s 

, Problems squarely, so that what we 
get at the end is no real] tragedy or 
drama, but ‘an interesting scenario with 
everything left out but the big scenes. 
‘We are left with the feeling that the 
play was written from no genuine con- 
viction’ or artistic urge, but to catch 
the eye and extract the shekel, of the 
boulevard audience—the most fimited

“sluggish.and their rhythms weak, they 
Were perhaps no more conventional 
in this respect than dance-rhythms, 
almost invariably in a two-four meas- 
ure, which ‘constitute’ the popular 
pabulum of this day.. This is not said 
-in disparagement of jazz, which is 
' certainly, in its best estate, an impor- 
tant and original manifestation. It

How many of the popular 
gongs of the last decade will enjoy a 
career as long as ‘‘Daisy Bell,’’ or, 
better, ‘‘After the Ball,’’: or ‘*‘Sweet 
Marie,’’ or ‘‘The Banks of the Wa- 
bash,’’ “‘Just Tell Them “That You 
Vgaw Me’’—to say nothing of “‘Sweet 
Rosie O’Grady,” or “The Sidewalks 
of New York,’’ ‘“‘Little Annie Roo- 
ney,” and a found dozen others? 
These songs meant something ‘in ‘the 
‘popular -mind; they had to do with a 
daily life different from that- of our 
“Follies” theatres’ or our cabarets 
of the present momént. They might 
annoy an esthetician. or student of 
modern music, but they had' more 
sentiment and more elevated feeling 
ithan.the! topical. songs—we .now. hear, 
and they were usually characterized 
by a mélodic-line that is lost to our 
composers of dance music. Certainly 
the tempo of American society and its 
concomitants is ‘clearly mirrored in 
‘the evolution of our popular music in 
the last quarter century. The songs 
quoted by Mr. Sullivan are a, re- 
minder and a clear illustration of this. 
In the "90s the spirit and influence 
of Foster had hot wholly disappeared. 
Paul Dresser, composer of “The Banks 
of the Wabash” and. “Just Tell Them 
That You Saw Me,” was perhaps: his 
most direct “descendant. “Dresser”

you do. something like that, something 
that suggests a <-part of America? 
People like that. Take | Indiana— 
what's the matter. with it?—the Wa- 
bash River? . It’s as. good as any other 
river and. you were. ‘raised’ beside it.” 
Theodore Dreiser. wrote the. verse. 
“After a little urging—I think the fine- 
ness: of the morning had as much: to 
do with it as anything—I took a piece 
of paper and after meditating a whiie 
scribbled in ‘the most tentative: manner 
imaginable the first yerse and chorus 
of that song,’ almost ‘as it was pub- 
lished.” 


Of the second song, “Just Tell Them 
That You Saw Me,” Theodore says 
that it “must have followed an actual 
encounter with some woman or. girl 
whose life had seemingly if not ac- 
tually gone to wreck-on the shores of 
love or passion. At any rate he (Paul 
Dreiser) came into the officé * * * one 
gray November Sunday afternoon * * * 
and going.to a small room which was 
fitted. up with a piano began impro- 
vising or rather repeating over and 
over a certain strain which was evi- 
dently. in his mind. A little while 
later he came out and gaid: ‘Listen. to 
this, will you, Thee? 
and sang the first verse and chorus. 
In the middle of the latter, so moved 
was he by the sentiment of it, his 
voice broke and:he had to stop * * * 
Later on (the following Spring) I was 
literally astonished to see how *.* * it 
suddenly began to sell, thousands upon 
thousands of copies being wrapped in 
great bundles under my very eyes. and 
shipped by express or freight to vari- 
ous parts of the country. Letters and 
telegrams, even,. from all parts of the 
nation began to pour in, * * * Some 
enterprising button firm got out a but- 
ton on which the phrase was printed. 
Comedians on the stage, newspaper 
paragraphers, his bank teller or his 
tailor, even staid business men wish- 
ing to appear up-to-date, used it as 
a. parting ‘salute, The hand-organs, 
the ‘bands and the theatre orchestras 
everywhere were using it.” 

These and kindred facts concerning 
American popular songs of the "90s 
and succeeding years are‘found in the 
pages of Mr. Sullivan’s valuable book. 
“They belong in this book. (the songs) 
if on no ‘greater basis than that they 
were widely sung.’ The number of 
persons who sang,. whistled, hummed, 
played or otherwise expressed their 
soul vicariously through these songs 
was Millions. As for those who heard 
them, the number can be stated with 
fair exactness: take the census. for 
1890, add 1 per cent. for each year 
to that particular year in the ’90s 
that was the time of any one of these

Thé Sousa marches 
have traversed the ‘whole’ civilized 
world, They express with especial di- 
rectness’ and vigor of pulse the spirit 
of ‘@ nation just entering upon man- 
hood, just beginning to. be aware of 
its sinews and: power, 


\In the '90s- Victor Herbert. anf 
Reginald de Koven were coming: into 
their own.

The Theater an der Wien and the. Dresden Kreuzchor _ 


HE Theatér an der Wien, the most 
noted -operetta theatre in the 
world, celebrated its 125th anni- 

versary June 14. A gala performance 
of separate acts from the best Vien- 
nese operettas was given by noted 
artists, The theatre was founded by 
the eccentric ' Emanuel Schikaneder, 
the librettist of Mozart’s “Zauber- 
fléte.” Schikaneder, who was.also an 
impresario, produced the works of the 
composer and made enough money to 
build the finest theatre of the time, 
the Theater: an der Wien: Schika- 
néder died in extreme poverty. In the 
first ten years of its existence the 
theatre was*the home of serious mu- 
sic; it was there that Franz Liszt 
gave his first Vienna piano concert, 
in December, 1822. 

Toward the middle of the nineteenth 
century the theatre became the. home 
of the light and graceful opera music 
associated with the Austrian .capital. 
The operettas of Johann Strauss be- 
gan their successful career on its 
boards. The most celebrated of these, 
“Die Fledermaus,’’ remains in the 
repertory. <A brilliant epoch was in- 
augurated by Franz von Suppé, 
with his “Schine. Galathed,” “Fati- 
nitza” and “Boécaccio"; Richard 
Genée with “Seekadett” and “Nanon,” 
and Karl Millicker, gith “Bettelstu- 
dent” and “Feldprediger.”. The fa- 
mous Jauner then stood at the. direc- 
tor’s desk, and Josephine Gallmeéyer 
and Alexander Girardi were the shin- 
ing stars of Viennese operetta. 

The genre recovered its prestige in 
the first decade of the twentieth cen- 
tury. with the phenomenal success of 
Lehar’s “Merry Widow.” The’ Vien- 
nese operetta composers Lehar, Oskar 
Straus, Kurt Eysler, Leo Fall and 
Emmerich’ Kalman gained interna- 
tional renown. The Theater an der 
Wien annually .sends its latest suc- 
cesses to America, where Frimil and 
Romberg have found a second home, 

It seems that Maria Jeritza once had 
the idea of making her début on the 
operetta stage, but that the director 
of the Theater an der Wien dissuaded 
her from her purpose and turned her 
in the direction of grand. opera. 


There have been no special novelties 
at the Opera, but a:new musical com- 
edy by Emmerich Kalman, ‘Die Zir- 
kusprinzessin,” deserves notice. The 
success of the work was great.

of the modern. school attended ‘his 
classes. Koessler wrote two orchestral 
symphonies, ‘several oratorios, cham- 
ber music, violin sonatas, and a three- 
act'opera, “Der Muzenfranz.”

More than a thousand sick and 
neédy. people walk into Bellevue to 
ask help every day. Yet for Jack of 
proper space the clinics have been 
tucked in wherever a corner could be 
found, There is so little room for 
the waiting crowds that a line forms 
on the Twenty-sixth Street side hours 
before the doctors arrive and within 
there is a crowd of sick people wait- 
ing their turn for diagnosis, and again 
waiting at the tiny window from which 
meédicines\are dispensed—with no op; 
portunity for privacy and with condi- 
tions favoring the further spread of 
disease. 

This is particmlarly true of the chil- 
dren’s clinics, to which tired mothers 
must drag their ailing youngsters up 
a steep flight of stairs to wait in a 
tiny room on whose benches from 50 
to 100 people may be crowded. Some 
of these young patients have sore 
throats or some other complaint which 
makes the doctor suspect contagion. 
They are put aside in a tiny cell-like 
‘space. for more detailed observation, 
behind improvised screens. One of the 
hdoctors tcalléd that isolation room “a 
ttragic joke.” 

‘°° A Psychopathic Pavilion. 


The other large grant for Bellevue 
will build a psychopathic pavilion. 
Newspaper accounts of people picked 
up on the streets suffering from a 
temporary loss of memory or some 
other mental derangement, usually 
end—"“He (or she) was. sent to Belle- 
vue for observation.” What do they 
So to? One of the present buildings 
was built in 1812, the other in 1879. 
The average daily population exceeds 
the capacity of their wards. Because 
the windows must be barred and the 
doors, locked, an outbreak of fire in 
one of these old crowded. buildings 
would. have disastrous consequencés. 

Much of the skill of the physicians 
and the nurses in restoring these men- 
tally sick persons has been fruitless 
because of the impossibility of sepa- 
rating the disturbed patients from the 
quiet, the cleanly from the untidy. 
Boston, Chicago, San Francisco, St 
Lovis, and other cities have already 
seen the advantage of having a mod- 
ern hospital to treat people with men- 
tal illnesses, often’as ctirable as a 
broken leg or a case of pneumonia, 

Experts have estimated -that’ as 
many as 1,000 people might be saved 
from a definite mental breakdown 
each year in New York by timely and 
proper care. The new psychopathic 
hospital, giving proper working ac- 
commodation for the staff at Bellevue, 
will go far to make this possible. These

PEARLS IN HIGH FAVOR 





Necklaces and Chokers in Many ne Are 
: Offered—Other Novelties _ | 


ESPITE the present vogue for 
D necklaces of many colors and 

combinations, pearls appear to 
be the choice of many smart women. 
For immediate and Fall purposes 
there are some very. lovely things 
made up in three strands... The pearls 
are. in. uniform or. graduated sizes. 


| When more than one strand of fine 


pearls ‘is worn at a time there is a 
tendency for them to become twisted. 
To avoid this one designer has intro- 


| duced an innovation which has to all 


intent turned out to be a new style 
in itself—the flat. necklace, 


At either side of the throat. where 
the necklace leaves off the flat back 
part, he has used a double row of 
pearls about two inches long. These 
are joined to the triple strands and 
give the effect of a narrow lace inser- 
tion. This idea is further carried out 
in the wholly woven necklaces with 
fine fringe drops, festoons and single 
pendants. 

Another means of preserving the 
flat appearance in the triple necklace 
is the use of a very tiny metal bar 
inserted in the necklace on a line with 
the ear. These bars are matched by 
another two inches long, in the centre, 
set with rhinestones. The three 
strands of pearls pass through each 
side of this bar, leaving a centre space 
for a fringe of graduated pearls.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

. There is but little to take exception 
to in your editorial article (June 22), 
“Replacing Elms With Concrete,” , if 
one, assumes the position, which you 
seem to do, that only pleasure auto- 
mobiles travel the roads. Writing of 
the Boston Post Road through Lyme, 
you have not considered the enormous 
amount of commercial traffic—buses of 
great service and vans, ever increasing 
in number as a cheap and expeditious 
And then you 
have not remembered one of the rea- 
sons for Fedéral aid in the reconstruc- 
tion of this road—its military value. 

In the presént, asin the time of 
Napoleon I, not only in’ peace but in 
war are roads of prime importafite.

In France the roads are straight. They 
were built arbitrarily from point to 
point.

AUSTRALIAN OPOSSUM 
IS CAREFULLY PROTECTED 


HE Australian opossum, which has 
become an important item in’'the 
New York, fur ‘trade, is facing 

extinction; according. to reports from 
Australia. . A recent order by the 
Victoria Chief Inspector of Game and 
Fisheries for*a two months’ trapping 
Season pf the animal has aroused pro- 
test from Scientists as well as from 
societies for the protection of animals. 

Destruction “of the opossum ahd, the 
axport. of; the’ skins: is. prohibited in 
Australia save in localities ‘where’ the 
abundance of this marsupial makes. it 
desirable to diminish thé number. ‘There 
are four varieties of the ‘opossum: in 
Australia, only two being of inipor- 
tance as,an item of commerce—the 
gray and the-black. 

The gray closely resembles a large 
gray squirrel and prefers to take. up 
its abode in° ofchards where, on 6c- 
casion, it becomes a pest, ringing the 
bark of trees and eating the young 
It is this variety’ that hunt- 
ers seek.. They track their game:with 
dogs at night and shoot: it down by 
moonlight. ‘The black opossum lives 
in the forest and subsists chiefly upon 
gum leayés. “The skins of this variety 
are ‘seldom exported. 

Although . protected .by. law, the 
opossum appears: in quantity in Aus- 
tralian exports to the United States. 
Australia sent to this country during 
the 1924-25 fiscal year oposstim»skins 
to the value of $131,320. Besides these, 
a small amotint of opossum pelts were 
probably smuggled in among’ rabbit 
skin shipments. The Federal Govern- 
ment grants export’ licenses only to 
persons who have .a State hunting 
license. ‘There is “7 ‘some poach- 
ing. 

In New York’the ‘haat opossum 
pelt is chiefly used as. trimming for 
other . furs, although full opossum 
coats sell for as high as $1,000 in this 
market. f 

The Chief Inspector of Game and 
Fisheries of Victoria, in defending 
himself against popular criticism for 
granting trapping licenses, said that 
in recent years the department. has 
had to issue about‘ 2,000 permits a 
year to Jandowners suffering from 
damage caused by opossums, He added 
that: it is..better to allow supervised 
trapping than to encourage poachers 
Who day’ deadly baits, which destroy 
the stock of the farmers as well as 
opossums with their young.

previous license to use the same or be- 
cause of the use thereof.’’

TESTS WITH AUSTRALIA PROVE. 
RELIABILITY OF SHORT WAVES 





HIE reliability of ‘short waves for 

long-distance communication pur- 

poses has been definitely.’ estab- 
lished -with the completion of:a series 
of tests between American and Ause- 
tralidn amateur stations, according to 
the Wireless Institute of Alistralia, in 
@ radiogram filed. to the: American 
Radio Relay League of -Hartford, 
Conn. : 

Commenting on the. regularity and 
accuracy with which 500-word .mes-; 
sages were passed back and forth be- 
tween..that country and the . United 
States, the:Australian report says in 
part: .“These ‘tests have -definitely 
proved that amateurs:can handle bulk 
traffic. with absolute accuracy. across 
the ‘Pacific, ‘a fact that.has not until 
now been admitted by other. than ama- 
teur ‘wireless interests.”" 

The trials just’ held are: the. heoulé 
of arrangements started ‘Jest «March |’ 
between the American Radio. Relay | 
League, representing the® ‘American 
amateurs, and the Wireless Institute. 


of Australia, acting for the-Australian |’ 


enthusiasts. Casual radio. contacts by 
the hundreds have been effected dur- 
ing the -Jast. two years, between- the 
amateurs of ‘the two countries; but 


total of nine’ of the long. messages, in 
addition to dozens of shortér ones, 
which were handled without a. single 
error. Another American amateur 
station was 5HE, G. N, Witting, .at 
San. Antonio, Texas, .who. was re- 
ported as being a consistent performer 
on: forty meters.

OTTAWA. 
URING the last two weeks the 
Canadian capital has been the 
scene of an enthralling -politi- 
_ cal drama in which one Gov- 
ernment fell and abandoned office, and 
its successor, after three days" brief 
existence, met-defeat in the’ House of 
Commons and could not continue. The 
finale will be a general . élection 
fraught with momentous issues.. The 
three chief actors in the drama haye 
been Lord Byng of Vimy, the Gover- 
nor-General: ‘William Lyon Macken- 
zie King, leader ofthe Liberal. Party, 
thd Premier from 192% until June 28 
last; and Arthur Meighen, leader of 
the Conservative Party, who now holds 
the premiership. 

Byng of Vimy comes: of one of the 
old aristocratic Whig families of Eng- 
jand; the most celebrated of his for- 
bears was the Admiral John Bynég, 
who was shot for his failure to 
relieve Minorca in 1757. Julian Byng 
went. into the army as a caval- 
ry officer and when the war began 
had attained the rank of Major Gen- 
eral; In 1915 he was given the com- 
mand of the Canadian Corps and 
achieved remarkable success in bring- 
ing it to a state of high efficiency and 
leading it successfully in many battles. 

It_was his success in this réle that 
brought him the Governor Generalship 
of Canada in 1921, and, while tere 
were some doubts about the advisa- 
bility of placing ima high political 
office a professional soldier who had 
enjoyed no political training, there 
was the compensating factor that he 
enjoyed a personal acquaintance with 
individual Canadians and the Cana- 
dian character such as none of his 
predecessors had possessed; ~ 

The experiment seemed, until: last 
fweek, to, be a great success. Lord 
Byng, although a soldier of high rank 
and an aristocrat by birth, was also a 
practicing Democrat, and no Gover- 
nor General in recent times has done 
60 much to bring his office into touch 
with the’plain folk of Canada. During 
his farewell visit to the West last May 
eorrespondents described - him = as 
ecrambling over fences and through 
ploughed fields to inspect the farms 
of soldier settlers, and dropping into 
tea with old ladies who -were «sur- 
vivors of the pioneer Red River days. 

A Democratic Governor. 


He had performed -his political du- 
ties with complete propriety; he had 
preached about the need for Canadian 
unity in most felicitous terms and 
seemed about to leave his post in Sep- 
tember amid the genuine regrets’ df 
. ‘the ‘whole Canadjan: people. But in- 
stead he finds himself the storm cen- 
tre of as bitter a controversy as Can- 
ada is evér likely’ to know;“of which 
“the protagonists are Mackenzie King 
and Arthur Meighen. 

The careers of King and Meighen 
have a curious parallel.. They were 
born in the same year, 1874, within 
fifty miles of each other in Western 
Ontario and were contemporaries at 
Toronto.

Meighen 
was overwhelmed at, the election of 
1921: as the result of the post-war 
reaction and King reigned in -his stead 
for four years, not with a clear ma- 
“jority but through the benevolent neu- 
trality of the new Progressive Party, 
which had come to\life in 1920 chiefly 
as the result of agrarian discontent 
in the West. He struggled on for 
four years, but last October sought a 
dissolution with the avowed object of 
securing the mandate of a clear ma-~- 
jority, which would terminate his de- 
pendence upon the Progressives. The 
electorate denied. him this .and he 
came back more’ dependent than ever 
upon the Progressives, while the Con- 
servatives ‘more than doubled their 
strength’ ahd returned the _largest 
group in the House. 


Cause of King’s Downfall. 


The Conservative press demanded 
King’s resignation, but he met Parlia- 
ment and, having achieved a working 
arrangement of cooperation with the 
Progressives, managed to. consolidate 
his position. During the present ses- 
sion the King Ministry, however, was 
always living dangerously, prevailing 
by slim majorities, and toward the end 
of the session it faced a desperate 
hurdie when a special committee of 
Parliament, after four months of in- 
vestigation, presented a report con- 
firming charges brought by the Con- 
servatives of smuggling and other 
scandals in the Customs Department. 
The Conservatives moved a direct vote 
of censure involving the whole Minis- 
try, and preliminary votes’ on amend- 
ments revealed the fact that enpugh 
miembers of the Progressive Party 
were ready to vote against the Gov- 
ernment to insure its defeat, 


lamity,/Mackenzie King went to the 
Governor meral, Lord Byng, ‘and 
advised that a dissolution of Parlia- 
mént should take place at once. Lord 
Byng refused to so order and, al- 
though Mr. King pressed him’ hard, 
remained adamant.

He in- 
vited Mr. Meighen, the’ Conservative 
leader, to form a “Ministry, and the 
latter, after receiving \some assurances 
of temporary support from the Pro- 
gressives, accepted. 

Theré was a great deal of unfinished 
business before Parliament, and the 
usual practice would have been for 
the outgoing Ministry’ to have facili- 
tated its peaceful completion. “If ‘Lord 
Byng had held Mackenzie King’s res- 
ignation the latter could not have re- 
fused his request’ to facilitate public 
business, but his precipitate Taccept- 
ance of it freed the Liberal leader 
from .all obligations, left him with a 
real grievance and set him free to 
embark on tactics of protest and ob- 
struction.

If any one be tempted to wonder.at 
this apparent ruthlessness, let him 
pause. to consider the 6,000,000, men, 
women and children of New York 
City whose necessity brought it about. 
It is enough to think of what might 
happen if a plentiful supply of water, 
especially for sanitary purposes, 
should suddenly fail in those districts 
of the city where the population’ is 
several hundred thousand to the 
sqtiare mile. Somebody or other has 
propounded the ponderous truism that 
“a plentiful supply of pure water is 
the handmaiden of health.’’ In this 
light the sacrifice demanded of the 
mountaineers fades thin before the 
fact that the Catskill project provides 
water to~6,000,000 people with a lav- 
ishness unkhown anywhere else in-the 
world. 

Each day New York City consumes 
800,000,000 gallons of pure mountain 
water. It flows from every tap in 
town—for drinking, for sanitation, for 
fire-fighting, for industry. The 





@mount used weighs eight times as 


mych as the population itself. 
the. gates of Gilboa.Dam closed the 
city will have a potential supply of 
1,000,000,000. gallons a day. 

As is the case with most great en- 
gineering projects, the conception of 
the plan to provide New York City 
with water may be reducéd to simple 
terms. It is-analogous to the primi- 
tive waterworks of the pioneer, who, 
tired of lugging water by the Jack 
and Jill method, runs a pipe from his 
house to the spring on the hillside and 
lets it run down by itself. 


In the Catskill Watershed. 


To get a comprehensive idea of how 
a “spring” great enough ,to provide 
6,000,000 people with a lavish supply 
of pure water has been piped under 
mountains, across valleys and beneath 
rivers one must forget a hundred and 
one details, each of which by itself is 
remarkable. Take a train for the 
Catskills. .After six hours of puffing 
and.a few minutes in an official car 
of the Board of Water Supply one ar- 
rives on the ground. Here, in a drive 
of 150 miles—first to one wonder and 
then to another—one finds the magic. 
The same kind of magic that threw 
railroads across the continent, dug the 
Panama’ Canal, bridged the St. Law- 





NEW SUBWAY HITS A SNAG 
‘TUNNELING THROUGH HILL 





NE of the most difficult engineer- 

Q ing problems in building the new 

west side subway has been en- 
countered at the point where the long 
tunnel emerges from a_steep hill near 
the northern terminus. 

are carried at a depth of more than 150 
feet for more than a mile beneath 
Washington Heights: . To reach the 

‘Jine of Broadway they must swing to 
the east and come to the” surface 
through the treacherous hillside, 
Elaborate precautions are being taken 

. to protect the tunnel and guard against 
@ possible landslide. 

Unusual machinery Has béen assem- 
bled for carrying on the work. An at- 
tenuated tower suggesting a radio 
station rises more than 100 feet.“ Ex- 
cavation’s are run in several directions, 
and great blocks of concrete are made. 
The tunnel where it emerges from the 
hillside: is braced with heavy timbers 
like the shaft of gome deep mine. . 

. ,. The tunnel comes to the surface at 
one of the few points in Manhattan 
Island where the contour of the land 
rémains in its primitive condition, The 
hhiliside is very steep and covered with 
trées arid undergrowth. The entire 
northern face of the hill consists of 
loose earth. There are-no buildings 
on the line at this point,, but it is 
crossed by a driveway which must be 
carefully ‘supported throughout - the 
construction. . 

,If the subway: tunnel were brought 

* to-the-surface’ through this “hillside in 
the. ordinary manner, a dangerous 
landslide might. réguit.. As, the exca- 
vation progresses, however, the open- 
_ing. is braced. by heavy timbers,. sup- 
‘porting. the weight of the hill above.

beams, and will be formed, like the 
floor, of concrete. 


The subway is being constructed 
northward from the ‘opening in the 
hillside by the open trench method. It 
swings suddenly. eastward from the 
opening to Broadway, under which it 
will be built, to the terminus at 212th 
Street. The work. is carried on at 
present within a few feet of the line 
of Broadway without interfering with 
traffic. 

The walls of the subway usually are 
comparatively thin and the roof is 
supported by steel uprights. In the 
tunnel section, however, great blocks 
of concrete must be laid down: for the 
floor of the tunnel and at the sides to 
lend stability. To construct. this con- 
crete bracing special machinery has 
been brought into action. This is the 
explanation of the 100-foot -tower 
which rises at-the side of the open 
shaft and is held upright by a series 
of cables extending in all directions. 
There is a lookout station at the top 
from which the operation of ‘building 
is directed. 

The cement is mixed in large quan- 
tities at the base of the tower and 
raised by ,slevators to the top. It is 
then emptiel automatically into hop- 
pers and fed by. gravity to the various 
points where the concrete flooring is 
construeted. The height of the tower 
makes possible the fldw’ of concrete to 
any desired. point-in the field of opera- 
tion.. The concrete pours down chutes 
which ‘have the appearance of very 
long arms that twist and turn upon 
themselves.’

Here, in a sparsely populated coun- 
try of wooded mountains, rocky 
streams..and cleared valleys, with

and weirs stretéhing from mountain- 
side to . mountainside. 
longest tunnel in the world—long 
enough and large enough to accom- 
modate a speeditg express train for 
half an hour. -But no train will ever 
occupy it. It is filled with a flowing 
river. 

Here are great reservoirs in which 

drinking water stretches out for miles, 
reforestation projects by which de- 
nuded lands have been -turned again 
into forests by the planting of mil- 
lions of trees. Here highways have 
‘been torn up and relocated, grave- 
yards, thirty-nine of them, effaced, 
their dead reburied far back from the 
way of the “water. 
- Stand for a moment on the broad 
paved highway ‘which makes the ‘top 
of the dyke dividing Ashokan Reser- 
voir into two ‘parts. ’ See the water, 
8,000: acres of it—128,000,000,000 gal- 
lons. It would cover Manhattan Is- 
land thirty feet deep! 


Where a Small City Stood. 


Now look at the Valley and hillsides 
elow the dam. See anything? Not 
a thing’ but grass and growing tim- 
ber. Yet during construction there 
was a city of 5,000-people there. It 
had paved streets, schools, a national 
bank, a sayings bank, electric. ights, 
sewerage and water supply system. 
Right there in that forest of young 
pines ‘there were thirty miles of rail- 
road tracks with thirty-three locomo- 
tives and 580 cars. ‘There in that 
grassy place sixty derricks and nine- 
teen steam shovels stuttered amid the 
grinding discord of the conerete 
mixers. 

Today there is not a bien of it at all. 
The site is cleaned, scoured. and re- 
forested. Not even a tin can marks 
the nlace! This same thoroughness 
is apparent throughout the work, 
especially where the problems of sani- 
tation are involved. 

New York's Catskill “spring’’” is 
composed of all the. waters which.grise 
in a territory of 571 square miles of 
hills and valleys. An immense: pro- 
gram of work has been necessary to 
guard against the pollution of the 
waters by the sewage of towns and 
farms. This problem is ‘complicated 
in Summer, when the ‘country is 
flooded with. visitors. The Board of 
Water Supply has laid its hand .to. 
matters of sewage disposal, both public 
and private, throughout the watershed. 
It has secured ownership of a wide. 
strip of land: surrounding all its reser- 
voirs so that, they may be policed 
against careless, thoughtless people. 
Fishermen are allowed on thé ground, 
-but no pienic gatherings are tolerated. 

Besides.this program of source: san- 
itation, an additional safeguard -is- pro- 
vided by artificial means. At Aslio-

Aqtieuct, it is first thrown - high. in 
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thaccurts aeration: The’ nozzies, he a 
gorgeous display, break the water into 
a fine spray and .mix it: with the air 
and it drops into the basin purified 
of any foreign.gases that may have 
been in it. From this basin’ as it 
passes into the aqueduct it is treated 
with chlorine gas injected in small but 
sufficient quantities from a group of 
gieve-like pipes. This kills any germs 
which may lurk in the water. 

In addition to these safeguards sam- 
ples of the water from all sources are 
tested daily in bacteriological labora- 
tories, so that: any, unfavorable -condi- 
tion may.-be nipped in the bud, 

To trace the fléw‘of Catskill water 
from its further source to the water 
mains of the city one starts at Gilboa, 
which will find its destiny at the bot- 
tom of a lake when the engineers fin- 
ish their work by closing the gates 
of the new Gilboa Dam. 

Gilboa lies on both sides ‘of the 
Schoharie River} which flows north- 
ward into the Mohawk: The dam bi- 
sects the town. With the dam closed 





the ‘direction of the-Schoharie waters 
will be reversed, . First, piling | 
against the dam, they will form shee 
reservoir about six miles long and-a 
mile wide. Then; finding the mouth 
of Shandaken Tunnel at the furthest 
end .of the reservoir, they will rush 
into it for a long, dark. ride under

The World’s Longest Tunnel. 


The tunnel is slightly over eighteen 
miles long—the longest in the world. 
During construction the engineers ran’ 
up and down through its darkness .in 
a Ford, Seven shafts from the sur- 
face of the earth wére used: to dis‘ 
gorge the rocky material which was 
removed in boring this tunnel under 
the mountains. All of the shafts were 
sunk in the valley, yet the shallowest 
of them is 300 feet deep. The deepest 
is 6380 feet. Here is a chance for a 
little childish sport.

One’ jeaves the vicinity in which the 
tunnel penetrates the mountains to 
the bear yand deer that abound “here 
and drives around ‘to the other side of 
the range by way of Hunter Notch. 
Here “the mountains rise almost 
straight from the roadside to their full 
height of 4,000 feet. 

Having traversed the notch, and 
reached the-valley of the Esopus, one 
finds the waters of the Schoharie 
emerging from the loweft end of the 
tunnel. The Esopus, which has flowed 
into New York's mains steadily since 
the completion of the Ashokan Dam 
it 1916, takes the Schoharie into its 
own bed ‘Together they flow south- 
ward into the great storage reservoirs 
at Ashokan, a distance of some fif- 
teen miles. The Ashokan Reservoir is 
in Ulster Céunty, about fourteen miles 
west of the ¢ity of Kingston. 


A River Beneath the Hudson. 


From Ashokan, after aeration and 
chlorination, .the combined . waters 
start their eighty-mile journey 
through the Catskill Aqueduct, that 
famous system of conduits which 
crosses the Hudson River . through 
solid rock 1,000 feet. below its surface, 
to Kensico Reservoir, in Westchester 
County, thirty miles north of City 
Hall. “The function of this reservoir 
is to maintain a two months’ supply 
of water to guard against an interrup- 
tion of the supply ‘should the aqueduct 
at any time be disabled. 

Here again the water is aerated and 
treated with chlorine ‘before it starts 
on its last journey to the water mains 
of.the city by way of Hill’ View Res- 
ervoir, which is situated just north of 
the New York City line. The function 
of this reservoir is to equalize the dif- 
ference between the steady flow in the 
aqueduct and the use of water in the 
city as it varies from hour to hour |’ 
during the day. 

From Hill View the water enters di- 
rectly into the single large distribu- 
tion tunnel, which extends through 
the Bronx and Manhattan to Brook- 
lyn. From. this tunnel it is distributed 
throughout the city by water~mains. 
It even goes to Staten Island by means 
of a tube under, the waters of thé 
harbor. From the mains the -water 
finds its ultimate’ consumer through 
about 412,000 domestic and business 
“services” and 46,000 fire hy 

Except for the early years of the 
Dutch occupation, when Manhattan 
Island and its efivirons was watered 
by ‘‘many small.streams plentifully 
filled with ‘fish,;’* New York has al- 
ways until now been closely followed, 
by :the spectre of a water shortage. 
Except for a few feeble attempts to 
distribute water through wooden pipes 
which are sometimes » encountered, 
nowadays: in excavations, most of thé 
péople: of the city **pumped and car- 
ried’ until’ 1842, when~the city had 
300,000 people.

Water Supply Board. 


In 1905 the Board of Water Supply 
was created.by the Legislature to find 
a way out. This board should not be 
confused with New York City’s De- 
partment of Water Supply, Gas and 
Electricity. This latter department is 
the agency.for the local administra- 
tion of the city’s waterworks, tak- 
ing charge of projects only after they 
have been completed by the Board of 
Water Supply. 

The personnel of the board ~ has 
changed from time to time through 
death and resignation, but its princi- 
pal engineers are still on the job ‘to 
see the completion of . the projest 
which they dreamed.

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Plato, Who Wrote the Earliest Known. Description of Atlantis.

N the annals of science there. has 
been no more. fascinating ro- 
mance than that of the lost 
tinent of Atlantis, the of 
islands in the sea, where the walls of 
temples glistened with gold and.a race 
of supermen. strode down its busy 
“\ streets. For forty centuries the riddie 
of the Sphinx has defied solution and 
the problem of Atlantis long has 
promised to equal it. Was there ever 
such a domain as the legendary ‘At- 
lantis? In what ocean did it lie? 
These questions set forth an alluring 
enigma for science. 
The latest contribution to’ the an- 
cient controversy is that of Professor 
Paul Borchardt, the German geog- 
rapher, explorer and traveler. His 
life has been spent in the search for

Professor 
Borchardt -has opened up an entirely 
new field of conjecture by placing 
Atlantis in. a Mediterranean locale—

At almost the same time that Pro- 
fessor Borchardt made his announcé- 
ment the newly formed Society for 
Atlantidean Research was -holding its 
inaugural session in the Sorbonne, 
which is under the auspices of the 
University of Paris. No less an. au- 
thority than Paul Le Cour said that 
the famous Pourquoi-Pas, the ship 
in which the South Polar seas were 
explored, will soon set out to explore 
the depths of the Atlantic Ocean: for 
traces of the lost Atlantis.

Plato’s Description of It. 


The. earliest description known of 
Atlantis is that of Plato, who quotes 
the statements of an Egyptian priest 
of Sais to Solon, the sage of the 
Greeks. Diodorus of Sicily and Herod- 
otus also made mention of the lost: 
land. But it is upon Plato’s descrip- 
tion that the average scientist bases 
his comparison of theories. It is a 
strange tale of a strange country 
which vanished beneath the waves in 
a day and a night. The history of 
Plato recounts how in a far-off age | 
the City of Athens was attacked by a 
mighty race from beyond the Pillars 
of Hercules, who had swept the coast 
of Africa as far as Egypt and stormcd 
the northern shores of the Mediter- 
ranean up to what is now Italy. ‘The 
island from which these warriors 
came, he asserted, was larger than

N ing to legend, Peter Kalm 
journeyed through the pictu- 
resque Susquehanna Valley on horse- 
back with Indian guides.in search of 
a “jack-pudding.” . The Indians prom- 
ised him that he should see one, but 
explained that a “jack-pudding” was 
a@ very, elusive creature and came and 
went at will, no one khowing just 
when he would make his appearance 
or where he could be found. - The 
ly way was to wait patiently for 
the “jack-pudding”’ to show himself. 
Meantime it was well to have some 
gifts ready,.as the “jack-pudding” 
was likely to do malicious mischief 
if displeased. 
\ A little after midnight Peter Kalm 
awoke feeling cold and = uyncomfort- 
able. The fire was almost out, so he 
arose, ‘cut down some saplings, and 
s00n had a pdiaze that made the camp 
as light as day. He lay down again 
and: was falling asleep ‘when the 
strange and terrifying figure of 4 man 
leaped into the circle of firelight.

[Biench Decree Abolishes Solitary Confinement in the Prison Camps of Torrid 
Guiana—Penal Settlements Called a F ailure by*the Department of a ustice 
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Paris have brought forth the informa- 
tion that while immediate @hanges in 
the system cannot be hopéd for, efforts’ 
are being made to ameliorate condi- 
tions in the convict camps and to 
eradicate long denounced evils in the 
island prisons. President Doumergue 
has abrogated several of the primitive 
methods. But not until France has 
emerged from domestic and interna- 
tional problems which now harass. her 
will she seek & new solution for the 
control of criminals or reconstruct and 
develop Guiana. 

The system of banishing convicted 
criminals to far-away colonies was 
inaugurated by England. Because of 
the protests of the free colonies Great 
Britain was forced to abandon ~.the 
practice. France since 1885 has main- 
tained a penal colony in Guiana. _A 
law authorizing deportation of crim- 
inals passed on May “30, 1854, was 
designed not only for the corréetion of 
the criminal, but also as an effective 
and economic Scheme. of: colonization. 
A note recently published: by the peni- 
tentiary administration of the French 
Department’ of Justice confesses the 
failure of this system. 


System a Failure. 
. “As a method of colonization,. trans- 


negative results,” says the note. ‘‘The 
law of 1854 has failed completely from 
a double point of view, that of the 
expiation of crime and in the improve- 
mént of the condition of the -convict. 
The most varied types of. discipline 
have all been tried upon the convicts 


no less than brutal repression. 


**The moral failure of this system is 
even more lamentable than its eco- 
nomic failure. Not only is e cor- 
rection or the improvement of the 
occasional criminal rendered impos- 
sible, but each individual is contamf- 
nated morally and physically by the 
hideous conditions prevailing around 

him.’’ These statements are based on 
the report submitted by Senator Le- 
feire. 

In the course of sixty years about 
50.900 convicts ‘sentenced by the 
French courts to hard labor have been 
transported to the South. American 
colony, many of them for life. All 
-the-Guianas are unhealthful for Euro- 
peans, \ Dutch Guiana has only 7,000) 
white ‘Europeans, British Guiana’ only 
47000' out of a population of -135}000. 
Yellow fever, the equatorial heat and 
humidity ‘of French Guiana rendered 
white development difficult. The col-

For twenty years or miore there have 
been, sporadic: agitations in’ France 
aiming at the abolition of the prac- 
tice of banishing condemned criminals 
to the four prison camps in’ the oie 
But-it remained for Albert Londres; e@ 


pose the complete and inevitable deg- 
radation of the convict condemned to 
the camps of Guiana, as. well.as the 
complete failure of the system from 
the’ economic and colonial point of 
view. 

Exploitation Hindered. 

M. Londres pointed out the burden- 
some cost of the convict colonies to 
the . Government —fourteen million 
francs a year. In addition the full 
exploitation of the immensely rich 
natural resources of the South Amer- 
ican colony has been hindered. His 
denunciation of the system of convict 
transportation, recently dramatized by 
the departure’ of La Martiniére, is not 
a, sentimental or humanitarian plea 
for.tht welfare of the convicts and 
exiles; it is based on considerations 
of efficiency and colonial economy. 

Punitive measures of the medieval 
and melodramatic-type meted out to 
the incorrigibles sent to St. Joseph or 
Royal Islands have been as costly. as 
they \are repercussive in their effect 
on the colonial administration at large. 
In short,* shipping convicts to forced 
labor in Guiana has’ been not’: only 
unsuccessful penology, but also my. 
poor business, 


With M. Londres the enlightened 
officials of the’ French Ministries 
agree, They recognize the'evils;> they 
recommend M. Londres’s book on the 
subject.~ But only a sustained and 
concentrated effort of the Government 
can. effect the abolition of this method 
of penalizing crime, cae 
<The ‘worst phase of. the system of 
deporting criminals, declares M. Lon- 
dres, is a doubling of the term; that is 

“‘When a man is condemned to from 
five to. seven years at hard labor he 
is forced to’ temain in: Guiana after 
his Sentence expires for the same num-\ 
ber of years. If he is ‘senten to 
more than seven years, he is forced, 
to spend the rest of :his life in the 
colony.”

Ina letter to the Minister of Colonies 
‘Londres says that when such char- 
acters are released from penal camps 
to combat alone the cruel rigors of 
the: tropics they. become breeding 
centres for diseases and sink into. 
physica] and moral degradation... This, 
Londres pointed out, is the ‘poorest 
type of colonial policy. “Guiana is 
an Bldorado, but you would think that 
we had latided there yesterday... For 
sixty years we “have been turnin, and 
turning around this shell which con- 
tains a treasure, and yet we daré not 
open this shell.’’ 


Vast Natural Wealth. - 


He points out the vast natural 
wealth in the ‘French colony—gold, 
wood, all sorts of materials of which: 
France, in her papapas distress has.the 
greatest need.

As rigid.a rule. has applied, in un- 
written form, to the*activities of the 
league’s staff of paid executives and 
full-time workers, *Phéy have, nothing 
to.do with other movements or, other 
questions.

feeling against saloon politics. 

Saloon politics have dominated Irish 
movements for nearly a century. They 
have been the hatching ground of 
plots and counterplots. Many of the 
political speeches outlining the policy 
of parties, were @elivered in bar par- 
lors before a hardful.of confederates. 
The candidates. that were supported 
by the liquor trade usually headed the 
poll, for the publicans were able to 
exercise influence on the votes of 
nearly all their customers.

the Protestant and Catholic churches 
in Ireland, however, have derived a 
good deal of their income from publi- 
cans as well as from sinners. It would 
not be fair to say that the churches 
are under the thumb of the trade, 
‘but they are, on the whole, tolerant, 
and it is said that many of the ground 
landlords of the saloons are promi- 
nently identified with the church life 
of the country, 

In the old days the rector and the 
parish pritst in the Irish villages kept 
a good table and a good cellar, and, as 
a.rule,’ were keen followers of the 
hounds. Many of them were educated 
abroad. The new genération of clergy- 
men comes mostly from families of 
small farmers; many of them have 
never left their native country. Their

The object 
of the expedition is purely historical. 
Historians like Solon J. Buck, Law- 
rence J. Burpee and the heads of the 
several historical societies of the, West 
will accompany it, as wellidd¢ jurists 
and editors of national reputation. 
They will dedicate three monuments 

» end hold memorial celebrations in 
honor of pathfinders, missionaries and 
traders. who, with little: thought of 
renown, but largely through the irre- 
sistible attraction of the unknown, 
paved the way for paleface migration 
and betterment in the wilderness. 

_. AS you. look af the map showing 
the route to be followed from Chicago 
up over the prairies, across the Rockies 
and down the Columbia River, you see 
that the expedition is following in the 
tracks of the buffalo, thé Indian and 
adventurers. It will pass a chain,.of 
forts which, neglected now, were then 
virtually a life-line of civilization. In 
e flight of fancy, Senator Thomas 
Hart Benton of» Missouri, Western 
pioneer in politics, said:

Dangerous. Infections, 


Gianders and Malta fever are said to 
cause most of the accidental deaths in 
animal disease laboratories. Glanders 
fs a disease common to horses and is 
very infectious to men. A department 
employe some years ago brought from 
Europe a number of milk goats. He 
tended the animals on the tgip and 
drank some of the milk. His death 
goon after: his arrival in the United 
States led to the discovery that the 
‘. goats, held in quarantine, were in- 

fected with the deadly Malta fever. 

. Although there were no deadly in- 
gects in this country, according to the 

Government: entomologists, many in- 

sects are carriers of death-dealing dis- 

eases. A few years ago department 
scientists went West to study spot 

fever, which is carried by a tick th.t 
4s a parasite of ground squirrels. Tye 
disease was particularly severe in the 

Bitter Root Valley of Montana, where 

a doctor of the Public Health Service 
‘and a State public official lost their 

lives in combating the plague. 

The Agricultural Department’s plant 
explorers go to out-of-the-way corners 
of the world, into jungles and among 
savage tribes in search of new plants. 
They bring back many tales of narrow 
escapes from death One such ac- 
count is of an adventure in a Bur- 
mese village where the explorer helped 
the natives trap a man-eating tiger, 
and of his travels in countries infested 
with bandits. Another explorer was 

. beaten by Chinese renegaties and es- 
caped with his life, only to be drowned 
in a Chinese river. 

A Government plant explorer who 
hes had long experience. in Centra! 
and South America has been shot at 
from ambush several times, robbed on 
a mumber of occasions; and arrested 
and jailed as a spy, a robber and a 
Tevolutionist .seven times. He has

A Moving Picture. 
To understand how this complicated 
and chaotic situation arose it is nec- 


essary to get a short moving picture 


of the history of the jobbing-submanu- 
facturing system. 

Before the big 1910 strike, whfch re- 
sulted in the establishment of the 


“protocol,” or arbitration machinery, |, 


in the industry, manufacturing was 
done partly in large shops, called “in- 
side” shops, and partly by “outside” 
contractors, who received bundles of 


cloth already cut in the inside shops, 


Sewed the cloth into garments in their 
own .shops ar returned these gar- 
ments to the manufacturers, who then 
disposed of them on the market. 

, With the coming of the protocol, 
employers were compelled to raise the 
Wages of workers in the outside shops 
and generally to bring standards up 
to the level’ of the inside shops. To 


*submanufacturers.”” (‘The manu- 
facturers no longer cut the cloth for 
the outside contractors. They gave it 
to them just as they bought it...The 


.. newly created submanufacturers thus

“man, 


occupied little more than the function 
of foremen, but not in the shop of 
the manufacturer. 

Manufacturers who resorted to this 
practice came to be known as “job- 
bers.” Contrary to the function of 
jobbers in other industries, they con- 
trolled the manufacturing process, but 
avoided all the responsibility for the 
conditions under which the work was 
done. Not being responsible to the 
union, the jobbers could play one sub- 
manufacturer against another, and the 
submanufacturers in turn could play 
one worker against another in the 
matter of wages. 


When Styles Were Simpler. 


This system grew rapidly, particu- 
larly after the war, when styles be- 
came simplified and less supervision 
Was required in the making of the 
garment. The union finally realized 
that if it was to protect the interests 
of all the workers in the industry, the 
jobber must be forced to assume the 
same responsibility for the industry 
that the. inside manufacturers ob- 
served. 

Consequently, in 1924 the union re- 
quested, among other things, that the 
Sobbers should limit the number of 
submanufacturers with whom they did 
business and should deal with the 
“chosen few” steadily, giving out work 
to others only’ when all their “steady 
manufacturers” were working. to full 
capacity. In slow, seasons work was 
to be divided equally among the 
“steady manufacturers.” 

In June, 1924, nod agreement had 
been arrived at between the union and 
the manufacturers’ associations. , To 
avert a strike, Governor, Smith ap- 


‘pointed a Special Advisory Commis- 


sion of five'to hold hearings. and work 
out a basis for an agreement. The 
commission consisted of George Gor- 


‘don Battle, Industrial Commissioner 


Bernard L. Shientag, Herbert H. Leh- 
Arthur D. Wolf and Lindsay 
Rogers. Its recommendations were ac- 
cepted by all parties to the agreement 
on July 7.

Right to. Reorganize. 
The commission also recommended 


that the “inside” manufacturers be. 


given the right to reorganize their 
shops- once a year and discharge up 
to 10 per cent. of their workers. The 
commission argued that ‘the inside 
manufacturers-are being subjected to 
unfair competition from the subman- 
ufacturers and should therefore have 
preferred’ consideration. The leaders 
of the Joint Board reply that the job- 
bers must be forced to raise conditions 
in the submanufacturing shops that 
do their work, r&ther- than allow the 
inside manufacturers the right of re- 
organization, which was taken away 
from them by the union in' 1919. The 
union believes that the right of dis- 
charge would be used by employers 
to get rid of active union = workers 
under pretense of incompetence. 

The union demands a ‘guaranteed 
period ‘of: employment of thirty-six 
weeks a year, The Bureau of Research 
established by the commission found 
that in 1925 the average number of 
tull weeks’ employment was 87.4 for 
workers in inside shops and 26.8 for 
workers in submanufacturing shops. 
The commission made no mention of 
@ guaranteed period of employment in 
its final report. 

The leaders of the union say’ that 
if the manufacturers are held ‘re- 
sponsible fort giving their workers a 
guaranteed period of employment they 
will be less likely to send out work to 
submanufacturers or to non-union 
shops in evasion of the agreement. It 
would also tend to drive out of busi- 


ness those manufacturers who could | > 


not meet the requirement. If the job- 
bers can be brought to terms the lead- 
ers believe this will force the jobbers 
to direct their work into those shops 
for which they are responsible. |; .i.) 


Other Major Demands. 


The: other major demands of the 
workers are the forty-hour five-day 
week, a substantial rise in minimum 
wage scales and the unionization of 
the examiners and designers, The lat- 


ter are the “aristocrats” of the in-|. 


dustry, occupying a position very 
much akin to foremen. The employ- 


ers claim the right to contro] them, }, 


but the union has established a local 
for each craft and is endeavoring to 
enroll them in these locals. 

With regard to wages, the Bureau 
of Research found that “the average 
per ‘capita weekly earnings for the 
year in the Industrial Council shops 
are $36, in the American shops $26.40 
and in the independent shops (those 
notsmembers of any employers’ asso- 
ciation) $33.60. The average annual 
earnings were $1,874 in the Industrial 
Council, $1,874.90 in the American 
and $1,750 in the independent shops.” 
The commission therefore recom- 
mended increases of from 7 to 18 per 
cent. in the minimum wage scales. 

The forty-hour five-day week is re- 
quested in the hope that it will help 
spread out available work over a 
longer périod of time and to a larger 
number of workers, ffor; health rea- 
sons, incidentally makin¥ it ufitieces-

Little Left of Little Entente. 

From behind the carefully selected 
Words of the official communiqué 
fombre contours of latent contro- 
versies are now looming: up, show- 
fine more definitely the. situation 
within the Little Entente.

taken place in the countries carved 
out of the former Austro-Hungariar 
Monarchy. And the mutually antag- 
onistic politics of Czechoslovakia, Ru- 
mania and Yugoslavia lessened ¢con- 
siderably that cohesive attraction that 
held these countries together within 
the Little Entente for so long’a time. 
It becomes apparent that the: forces 
which drive the three countries in dif-

Use of .Force. 


“Chile took Tacna-Arica. by force, 
and has forfeited such rights to-it as 
were conferred by the Treaty of Ancon 
by her refusal to abide by its terms 
as to the holding of a plebiscite. She 
has paid two-thirds of her national 
dept from the income of the nitrate 
fields in that +territory.. And she has 
made an horetst plebiscite impossible 
by uprooting a great many Peruvians 
in. Tacna-Arica who are entitled to 
vote, and transporting them to those 
same: nitrate fiejds within the terri- 
tory.. Thus these deported voters’ 
moved from their nome. districts, are 
unable to make their wishes known as 
regards ownership of Tacna-Arica.” 

Terrorization plays a‘ large part. 
Miss Wambaugh related an incident: 

} “With other members of the Peru- 

vian .Gommission, I: had gone to the 
Azapa Valley, forty miles from Arica, 
to notify the few remaining Peruvian 
settlers. in’ that valiey—now almost 
desolated but at one time producing 
gteat quantities of fruit and vege- 
tables—that they were to be protected 
when they voted. and-that they must 
cast their votes, guarantees having been 
voted by Chile.

Bease. _Be-ause of its extreme: infec- 

tiousness anc the tendency to epidemic 

outbreaks between periods of qui- 
.@scence, earlier investigators supposed 
‘that the bronze disedse was of bac- 
‘terial or parasitic. origin. 
3% ‘Egyptian gods and kings have been 
peculiarly susceptible to the disease at 
. the. Metropolitan Museum and in pri- 
vate collections. th New York cities. 

Bronzes of Isis, Osiris, Horus and their 

‘train often fall a prey to this distem- 

per on their arrival in this city. Some 

‘of them, when found in Egypt, carried 

their 3,000 or 4,000 years without a 

_ sign of age, but quickly became dis- 

‘colored and disfigured after landipg 
‘here. Greek and Roman gods, kings

of antiquities, but récently the disease,

Oriental Works Sensitive. 


; Even modern bronzes; the work of

’.G. Fink, Professor of Electro-Chem- 
istry at Columbia University. 
: Often the onset of the disease is 
dden. One of the recent Egyptian 
@ccessions to the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum collection is a bronze digk. “St 
‘ Was in sound condition when Mit wa 
‘| packed in Egypt for shipment to this 
country. Attacked by the bronze dis- 
ease during the voyage, it was found 
perforated when it reached here. 
Another recent purchase by the 
Museum was a magnificent. Chinese 
Buddha in flawless preservation. 
Shortly after it had been unpacked a 
curator noticed with horror a gray- 
ish green, powder on the pedestal. 
This is the telltale symptom 
trouble is often hard to diagn 
* @ause the surface of a bronze in the 
early stage of the disease may show 
no signs of it. It may appear to have 
@ healthy patina or surface, but below 
that the bronze disease may be at 
work. When the gray-green powder 
begins to fall, however, it is certain 
that the figure is afflicted. 


Preventives and Remedies, 
- Examining the Buddha carefully, 
. Dr. 8. C. Boseh-Reitz, Curator of Chi- 
mese Art, found a characteristic 
bronze-disease rash. The spots are of 
a@ darker green than the characteris- 
tic green patina which covers bronze 
@nd copper objects in the atmosphere 
of New York. Professor ‘Fink was 
called from Columbia University to 
examine the Buddha. There was no 
doubt that it had’ ‘‘come down” with 
the bronze disease; 

Local treatment was given. The 
®@pots were ‘horoughly cleaned, anti- 
septics used and films of green lac- 
quer applied to keep out the’ oxygen 
of the air which assists ithe attack of 
the disease. The patches of new 
lacquer skin are kept under observa- 
tion. If a rim of darker green ap- 
pears about them, it means-that the 
treatment has/been unsuccessful and 
that the bronze disease is mining away 

“beneath the lacquer. 
. Usually the -bronze disease discolors |; 
end disfigures an‘ object quickly. It 
May bloat a small object to several 
times its natural size. In some cases 
jt has necessitated the amputation of 
® leg or an arm. In attempting re- 
cently to treat an afflicted statuette, 
an, attendant put his finger through 
the body. The metal had been weak- 
@ned tothe consistency of paper. 
Use of Soft ‘Coal a Cause. 

The ravages of the bronze disease 
have been particularly heavy at the 
‘Metropolitan: Museum .>f Art since 
Yast Fall. Professor Fink, who has 
been developing electro-chemical: proc- 
esses for restoring corroded bronzes, 
was asked to specialize in the study of 
the disease. Some of the, causes have 
een fully worked out. -Séveral meth- 
ods of treatmeat, depéndlig .on the 
stage reached by the disease, have 
been devised, together with a preven- 
dive therapy that includes vaccina- 
*tion of the bronze with a benign 


patina which immunizes it against |, 


the malignant patina.

But in 
New York the carbonic ‘acié@ gas in 
the atmosphere plays a sinister part, 
It breaks up the atacamite and forms 
the éopper carbonate called malachite, 
the green coating which eventually 
spreads ‘over nearly all bronze and 
copper exposed to the. New York at- 
mosphere. 


Chemical Changes Induced. 


In changing the atacamite into 
‘malachite the carbonic acid releases 
hydrochlorie acid,‘ which immediately 


/ makes an attack on the bronze. More 


atacamité is formed for the carbonic 
acid to change into malachite. More 
hydrochloric acid is freed for further 
An endless 
chain of chemical reactions is set up. 
These will continue, under New York 
conditions, until the bronze object is 
surgically or medically cured of.the 
disease or until it is complétely de- 
stroyed by it. 

In order to study the bronze dis- 
ease it. was reproduced in the -labora- 
tory in various ways. In the eentre 
of a broad, shining sheet of copper 
was placed a grain of ordinary table 
salt and a drop of water. In a day 
or two a spot of green appeared. This 
gradually grew and spread until it 
covered the whole plate. At the. be- 
ginning the green crust was copper 
chloride, or atacamite. In _a short 
time carbonic actd gas had changed 
the surface of this crust to copper 
carbonate, or malachite. Below it the 
copper chloride ‘continued to ‘eat 
deeper and deeper. ; 

The reasons for the:epidemic of last 


the complaint among the Egyptian 
bronzes were soon distovered. It was 
the coal strike that made the museum 
a “hospital of sick bronze. Minute 
specks of soot caused by the burning 
of soft coal entered the museum at- 
mosphere, carrying traces of sulphur 
which were sufficient, under. favorable 
conditions, to start the disease. 


New York Humidity Blamed. 


It was the humidity, however, that 
caused the plague to rage among the 
Egyptian pieces, The soil of Egypt is 

in sodium chloride. Everything; 
that. lies in it absorbs some of this 
compound.-. In the presence of mois- 
ture’ sodium’ chloride: will invariably 
cause the disease. In Egypt, how- 
ever, the dryness of the climate pre- 
vents the chemical 'processes.from get-. 
ting started. When, -however, the 
Egyptian bronze, with its salt-impreg- 
nated crust, reaches New York the 
Summer huntidity sets off the. proces- 
mn of chemical changes and th 
Werioration of the object ‘bec 
rapid. | 

The methods of fighting the disease 
include quarantine, immunization, lo- 
cal surgical treatment, and an elec- 
tro-chemical process which turns the 
morbid green crust back to bronze. 

Quarantine is effected by isolating 
the most valuable pieces in glass cases 
with caustic potash to take up the 
moisture from the air. Some bronzes 
develop the disease in spite of this 
protection. Local treatment consists 
of washing and scraping the object, 
and then painting it with ‘lacquer to 
armor it against the contact of infec- 
tious specks. 

The electro-chemical treatment is 
resorted to in desperate cases when

The green patina of the Statue of 
Liberty is the typical malachite ‘which 
develops on exposéd bronzes ‘or cop- 
per in this city, according to Profes- 
sor Fink. . When asked if the Statue 
of Liberty was a victim of the bronze 
disease, he said: ‘ 

“I don’t see how she can help being. 
In her position she has been- sprayed 
for decaties with sodiunt chloride. It 
is a certainty that the bronze disease 
thas attacked her. She is made of 
thick bronze, however, and may. last 
for some time. . For bronze; in such 
a location, she has enjoyed a remark-. 
ably long life already.” 

Germs were hela accountable for this 
communicable malady: of bronzes by 
two Italian investigators, Mond and 
Cuboni, who said in a report to the 
Academy of Florence in 1893: 

Heatmg Checks Action.. 

‘The bronze ~ disease. consists in..a 
species of efflorescence of light green 
color at one or more points: upon the 
surface, which spreads by degrees, 
like oil over a sheet of paper, destroy- 
ing the-surface and .converting the 
interior of the bronze into an or- 
phous whitish-green powder. The 
rapidity with which this destruction 
proceeds varies greatly according to 
circumstances not yet sufficiently 
known. 

‘Sometimes the destriictive spot 
grows so slowly that it is hardly per- 
ceptible even after several months; 
sometimes it grows very rapidly; nu~ 
merous spots form and spread “and 
unite until in a few months-the an- 
cient coin may be entirely destroyed. 
In this way antiquities which are val- 
uable for théir history-or for their 
workmanship are sometimes more or 
less injured by the development of this 
patina, which archaeologists regard as 
a plague in their collections,” 

Mond and Cubont found that heating 
the bronzes-to 300:degrees Fahrenheit 
checked’ thé: diseas@,> They concluded, 
therefore, : ‘that itjmvas a bacterial in- 
fection. “Dr. Friedrich Rathgen, 
author of “*‘The Preservation of An- 
tiquities,’’ held that heat drove off the 
moisture and stogned. chemical action. 
Denying the bactérial origin of the 
bronze dis he ‘continued: 

“That certzin bacteria are capable 
ma attacking metal, as, for example, the 

- lettering of.: , is, an estab- 
ne ‘fact, Ww M universal dis- 
= fridation of bacteria ‘will naturally 
lead to. their: presence upon bronzes 
and their pitinas.” \ , 


Tin Subject to.Dissolution. 


Another metal disease that has been 
recently studied is the ‘‘tin pest,’’ or 
“tin disease.” Bronze disease is slow 
in its action compared. to the tin pest. 
The least inoculation of the tin virus 
will, under favorable conditions, re- 
duce a 60-pound bar of metallic tin to 
@ gray powder in a few weeks. This 
disease becomes epidemic in extreme 
cold spells. During the rigorous Win- 
ter of ‘1917-18 thousands of tons of 
metallic tin became infected in this 
country. Workers at tin mills, in- 
stead of carrying tin. about in bars,. 
shoveled and scooped it into sacks. 
At the end of the cold spell the tin 
epidemic subsided, but sporadic out- 
breaks still -occur. 

The tin disease is neither a bacterial 





infection nor the result of attacking

To most of the inhabitants of the 
mewly founded kingdom the United 
States of America was unknown and 
to. the enlightened minority were not 
much more than a rfanie, But today, 
when Greece hag solidified into a 
homogeneous nation as a republic, it 
is td the United States that she turns 
for°aid and guidance in reorganizing 
her educational; industrial,..agricul- 
tural, réligidus and, especially, her 
political tife. .

Classical Studies, which was 
officially opened-last month at Athens, 
fs a monumient-to America’s increas- 
ing: influence in Greek life. . The:ti-

The new Greece that America’ is 
helping<to make‘is the culmination of 
a*century. of: fierce: struggle.

Since 
then Greece has brought withinher 
frontiers the ‘Ionian Islands, Thes- 
saly, Epirus; Macedonia, Crete, West- 
érn Thrace and the Aegean Islands. 

As result of the exodus of Greeks 
from Asia Minor in 1922 arid the car- 
rying out of the intermigration pact 
signed by.Greece and.Turkey at.

Experts agree in principle that de- 
centralization is the one fundamental 
that will relieve the present intolerable 
situation, referred to by Mayor Walker 
in-his appeal to Brooklyn and Queens.

tially, commercially and otherwise. 

Last year the Transit Commission 
suggested the establishment of a 
Long Island Railroad Terminal at 
Diagonal Street, with direct access to 
the rapid transit lines at that point. ’ 
On account of the heavy expenditures 
required to make extensive changes 


Flatbush Avenue Termi~al, our man- 
agement gave very serious considera- 
tion to, the possibility and practica- 
bility of constructing a new terminal 
at Long Island City which would link 
up with the present and proposed 
subway systems in the Borough of 
Queens. 

This study convinced us that a ter- 
minal should be established at Diag- 
~onal Street, and that by utilizing the 
present tracks of the Long Island 
Railroad and with a slight extension 
of the rapid transit company’s 
tracks, the cost of the improvement 
would be something over $5,000,000 to 
the railroad company and about $2,- 
000,000 to the City ef New. York. 


The location considered adjacent to 

the Diagonal Street Bridge, which 
carries the Corona extension of the 
elevated system over the Long Island 
tracks, permits the construction of 
an° independent ‘elevated terminal for 
*the trangit ‘lines above the railroad 
tracks. This will provide for more 
convenient and rapid transfer of 
passengers between the railroad. and 
-Yapid transit lines than is now pos- 
sible at Pennsylvania Station. To 
much of the territory reached by the 
rapid transit lines the time will be 
littlé if any greater than by way of 
Pennsylvania Station, and in the case 
of the large territory adjacent to the~ 
Grand Central Station and the upper 
east side substantially less. 

The City of New York appears to

In making this statement it is fully 
realized that the city transit lines 
in Queens cannot be built over night 
and that the development of a city- 
owned transit. system must be the 
work of sevéral-years. 

We believe, however, that a begin- 
ning should be made at once to the 
end that the railroad tracks and 
terminals ‘be released‘ for suburban 
business. It may be well that in 
this development ‘certain of the rail- 
road lines or branches which now 
have their eastern terminals within 
the city limits, and which are of 
little value as freight-carrying lines; 
can be absorbed to advan into 
the rapid transit system. 

In further reference to our efforts 
to hasten the establishment of a 
terminal such as outlined, -in Long

There are those who do 
not. ve in the preparation of vac- 
cines and antitoxins for use in the 


warfare ‘against contagious diseases. | 


Thé-acceptance of modern methods of

In order to be happy and really suc- 
cessful the women of the farms in the 
remote sections of ‘the country must 
intermingle and. exchange ideas. his 
is the opinion of Mrs. N. R. Coryell, 
Home Demonstration Agent of Chic- 
kasha, Okla., who during the last 
eleven years has represented the Ex- 
tension Service of the Department. of 
Agriculture in. Grady County, Okla., 
teaching the farm women food conser- 
vation and helping them to beautify 
their homes and in many ways to have 
a greater enjoyment of life. 

Mrs. Coryell. is.in New York for the 
first time in twenty-five years. She 
sees.many changes in New oYrk City, 
she said, and is particularly interested 
in the new method:of building the sub- 
way, for on her last visit the first sub- 
‘way was under ‘construction and it 
seemed to her that the entire city was 
torn up. She is impresséd, too, by the 
activity everywhere and the pace at 
which the city seems to go. 

‘My work is among the real country 
women of the Southwest,” said Mrs. 
Coryell, when asked to explain her 
home’ demonstration work. : ‘‘Most. of 


came there when the Territory became 


a State. They took claims and started 
with practically nothing. The land was 
not good and, of course, the wealth 
in‘ oil and. minerals was not then 
dreamed of, 

“Tt has been quite a struggle to make 
a living from the soil, for in spite of 
the prevailing impression here, there 
are vast areas in Oklahoma that have 
no oil\ and where the people live by 
farming. There have been failures in 
crops—the chief crop is cotton—and the 
people have found it difficult to ac- 
quire the proper implements for scien- 
tific farming. 4 ; 

“It was such problems as these that 
prompted the Government to establish 
the home demonstration work. They 
appointed me in 1915, the first woman 
in Grady County, and since that time 
I have been occupied with the various 
phases of ‘home improvement.. There 
have been many changes in the eleven 
years I have been at the work. While 
many of'the farmers. still have their 
claims; there are great numbers who 
are tenants, renting their land from 
the Indians and in many cases buying 
them on time payments. A 

“The big problem has been to help 
the farmers make their farms pay the 
year round, instead- of -having them in 
funds for a féw bright weeks after the 
crops are disposed of and then very 
poor for the remainder of the year. 
They knew little of food conservation, 
and it has been my duty to teach the 
women how to preserve their food. 
T are taught to can everything in 
the latest and most scientific methods. 
At slaughter time the meats are 
canned, as well as the vegetables and 
fruits as they come along. Meat has 
been one of the greatest wastes, for, 
with the exception of a little smoked 
meat, which was never certain to keep, 
they would have practically none dur- 
ing the Winter. With no cash, many 
were unable to buy enough for their 
needs and many were undernourished. 

“The farm women take a most) en- 
thusiastic interest in saving their food, 
and now they: are able to have almost 
everything they want from their/own 
land.. They raise a variety of vege- 
tables, always with an eye to. canning 
them; ‘and they also have many deli- 
cacies that were formerly beyond their 
reach. 

“‘From the beginning I realized that 
the most effective work could be done 
by the women in groups. At first it 
was a little slow, for they were in the 
habit of living to themselves, but final- 
ly they responded to the idea, arid now 
they are well organized. all over the 
county in groups that meet at the dif- 
ferent houses or in one of the com- 
taunities. : 

“‘My work is not limited to the older 
women. The younger generation is 
also instructed in the various phases 
of housekeeping, cooking, sewing and 
home aun die — younge- 
groups, inclu . bova, usually 
Sire the school.houses. In all the 
groups. the social element enters and 
the. spirit..of competition readily de- 
velops,. I. now ve twenty-eight 
groups of women and eighteen groups 
of juniors. 

+ “Once a year we have exhibitions, 
and, of course, the best demonstrations 
are shown at the district and State 
exhibitions. Last year at the Inter- 
national Live Stock Show at Chicago. 
one of my juniors won ‘the first prize 
for sewing aver fifty entries. The con- 
testants were required to make and 
wear their handiwork.

"Diversity of Interests Make 
Task Unusually Hard. 


After three years of study the petro- 
leum industry of the United States is 
nearing the completion of a coopera- 
tive effort to formulate a uniform: sys- 
tem of accounting which ‘will be ap- 
plicable to every. branch of this 
gation of widely diversified interests. 
It is expected that the system will be 
put in effect by the beginning of next 
year and be in full operation a year 
later. nm ie 

Uniform accounting is not new, ‘6f 


the behest of the Federal: 
Dr. Henry Carter Adap 
the system. which is, nod" 
among all American ‘railroads. Prac- 
tically all public utility corporations 
employ a uniform system in accor- | 
dance with the requirements of State 
utility commissions. But the petroleum 
industry, according to M. W. Mattison, 
head of the Division of Taxation and 
Accounting of the American Petroleum 
Institute, is the first so-called private 
industry of national scope to volun- 
tarily impose upon itself the task of’ 
working out such a system for its own 


use, 
Wide Diversity of Interests. 

The main operations. of the petro- 
leum industry thay be roughly classi- 
fied under the general heads of pro- 
duction, manufacture, transportation, 
distribution and finance, but each of 
these main sections is subdivided into 
many minor, but at the same time im- 
portant, parts. Then, too, with its 
$9,000,000,000 of invested capital and 
its many separate corporate organiza- 
tions, the oil business ranks as one of 
the world’s greatest industries. . In 
view of these facts, the proponents of 
the plan for uniform accounting were 
well aware that an unusually difficult 
task was in prospect. 

‘When the scheme was first proposed 
three years ago, on the initiative of the 
Amierican Petroleum’ Institute, there 
was some minor objection, mainly, it 
appeared, on account of the seeming 
hopelessness of the undertaking. It 
was pointed out, however, that the 
adoption of a uniform system, if one 
could be worked out, would be of vast 
benefit to the industry. Attention was 
directed to the*situation with regard 
4o the railroads., -As Mr. Mattison 
put it: F 

“The balance sheet of. any one rail- 
road is instantly comparable to that 
of any other railroad: _The investor in 
securities knows what he is buying. 
The tax collector knows on what ele- 
ments -he is ‘imposing: his levies. Con- 
gress or Legislature knows the facts 
when proposals for regulation require 
consideration. The company is pro- 
tected against excesses of regulation 
and the public against stock jobbing, 
rebating or. financial hocus-pocus;’”’

In the’ suggestion of takes ‘the: ol ins 
dustry found ground for agreement on 
the advisability of the’ proposed sys- 
tem. It has been estimated that the 


industry pays, directly or indirectly, 


approximately $1,000,000,000 a year in 
Federal, State and local. taxes. 

It was seen, however, that'in formu- 
lating a uniform accounting system 
the industry would require special 
treatment unnecessary in any other 
line. Oil is comparable to some ex- 
tent with mining, in that it is progres- 
sively wasting its capital assets. .Once 
taken from the grounud, it is pointed 
out—oil cannot be replaced—no new 
crop grows to take the place of the 
one harvested. There are. methods of 
calculating depletion, ofcourse, but 
they are extremely intricate and not 
wholly accurate, There is the further 
consideration that, once opened, a 
petroleum deposit must be developed 
quickly and regardless of market con- 
ditions. In view of all this, it was 
readily appreciated that the account- 
ing problem was more than usually 
complex. 


Wide Differences in Methods, 


In this connection Mr. Mattison said: 
“Little is known of methods for com- 
puting capital depletion on account of 
oil production from a given deposit. 
There are wide defferences in mode of 


stating cost of producing and refining 
the barrel of crude oil. Depreciation 
of physical equipment used in produc- 
ing, refining and marketing oil is not 
uniformly calculated. Obsolescence 
throug’) advances in the art of produc- 
ing-and refining is hardly recognized 
as a factor in accounting.. Omission of 
this element has always tended - to 
cause overstatement of: both assets and 
income. 

“Yet in no industry has there been, 
in a like period, such improvement of 
methods. Before 1901 and 1902 kero- 
sene and lubricants were the chief 
values in pretroleum, while gasoline 
was a drug on the market. With the 
internal combustion engine the primary 
purpose of oil refining completely 
changed. Research and experiment 
brought increasing yields of gasoline 
though better refining and ‘cracking,’ 
Ait these conditions strongly ureet fe 
accounting uniformity as a. means to 
0 7 Bla and solidifying the indus- 
ry.’ 


Diversity Complicates Problem. 


However, in spite off the handicaps, 
it was decided to attack the problem, 
and accordingly a committee was 
formed of the chief accounting officers 
in all branches of the industry. Of its 
work Mr, Mattison says: ie 

“At the outset special . difficulties 
were encountered because the industry 
is divided into so many. activities. 
Some great corporations. confine them- 
selves to particular activities,; while 
they have no interest in othérs. Thus 
& company operating. pipe lines, but 
having no marketing activities, may 
have as little concern with marketing 
problems or accounting as a manufac. 
turer of chewing gum would have with 
the problexis of a clothing manufac- 
turer. 

“Yet ft wag necessary to devise a 
form of balance sheet and method of 
accounting, including all the industry's 
varied operations, in. such detail.as_to 
give a model system’ for each partic- 
ular department or division. So 1t was 
determined to prepare a genéral bal- 
ance sheet, distributing the operations. 
into divisions, go that a company with 
limited. operations could adopt from it 
a@ complete manual for its own par- 
ticular branch of the industry. ;

Vehicular Tunnel, 

The movement of heavy automobile 
traffic through tunnels should be made 
measurably safer by.the use of @ car- 
bon monoxid.recorder and alarm de 
vised by chemists of the Pittsburgh 


Mines, says a buredu statement. 

Experimental work ‘previously con- 
ducted by the Bureau of Mines showed 
that the percentage of carbon. monox- 
id, .the poisonous constituent of au- 
tomobile exhaust gases, varies from 
0.5 to 14 per cent. of the gases. It was 
found that harmful effects to persor 
traversing tunnels may result from ex- 
posure to concentrations of carbon 
monoxid exceeding four s in 
10,000 parts of air. The result of these 
tests were made use of in designi 
the ventilating system forthe grea 
vehicular tunnels under the Hudson 
River at New York City, which are 
now nearing completion, 


River vehicular tunnel were applied 
also to the Liberty vehicular tunnels at 
Pittsburgh, which consist of twin tun- 
nels 5,888 feet long. To aid in the main- 
tenance of safe conditions in the Lib- 
erty tunnels, an apparatus that would 
automatically determine and record 
even extremely low concentrations of 
carbon monoxid, was desired, and. the 
development of a suitable recorder was 
undertaken by the Pittsburgh Experi- 
ment Station of the Bureau of Mines. 
The. principle employed in the -de- 
sign of the new carbon monoxid re- 
corder is measurement by means of 
thermocouples of the increased tem- 
perature of the gases when the carbon 
monoxid and oxygen react chemically 
in the presence of a catalyst, the ther- 
moelectric effects. being recorded. by 
means of a recording potentiometer. 
After extended experimentation and 
development a recorder was produced 
which is not appreciably affected -by 
the presence of other gases, and which 
is capable of indicating and contin- 
uously recording the highly diluted 
carbon* monoxid. Operation over | f 
period of many mon has proved 
to be reliable. : 
Another apparatus has given contin- 
uous and satisfactory service for 
months at the Liberty tunnels, analyz- 
ing exhaust air from one section. This 
apparatus has enabled health officials 
to ascertain that the ventilating ma- 
‘chinery has. operated properly and that 
the ventlation has been ample at all 
times. The. recorder. is equipped with 
a bell to warn attendants.in the fan- 
house should the carbon monoxid in 
its section at any. time-exceed 4 parts 
in 10,000. Further, the. recorder can

useful also in promoting economy in 
boiler furnaces, blast furnaces and 
other metallurgical and chemical equip- 
ment and for investigations pertaining 
to them. They may be useful wher- 
ever carbon monoxid is an important 
factor because of hygienic, technica} 
or economic reasons or in gaseous 
processes when. carbon monoxid canbe 
introduced as an inert component. The 
recorder has proved to be~ the, most 
sensitive instrument known for deters 
mining carbon monoxid. The senst- 
tivity of one part per million is readily 
attained. 


HE KILLED FOUR GRIZZLIES. 


Tall Tales From the British Co- 
lumbia Region. 

The annual Spring: bear story from 
British Columbia is the subject of a 
Canadian Pacific Railway bulletin tell- 
ing of the feat of Edward Anderson, 
one of the best-known hunters and 


guides in the Province, in shooting 
four grizzlies when they tried to at- 
tack him. The bulletin says: 

“Andergon, as he tells his own’ story, 
had. just separated from a companion 
and was rambling through the moun- 
tain trails of the Khutze Valley, when 
a@ noise caused him to look batk. He 
sighted four grizzly bears, which, see- 
ing him, roared mightily and charged. 
As the hunter. was afove the timber 
line, there were no trees to scale. A 
huge boulder, however, lay a short 
distance ahead, and this he mounted. 
By the time he had climbed this rock, 
the bears were almost upon him,- An- 
derson then leveled an old 30.80 Win- 
chester rifle at the nearest animal. 
Having only six cartridges, he could 
afford to waste but two of them. 
Three of the bears -were killed out« 
right. The largest, however, although 
mortally wounded, sprang into the aif 
in an attempt to reach his assailant, 
The remaining two shots went home, 
and that was the end of. the grizzly 
quartet. ; : 

“Andceson, after this experiencé, 
jumpeé frezn ths boulaer and ran to 
camp without stopping to examine -the 
prostrate bears. It was not until the 
following day that Anderson, .accom- 
panied by several companions, re- 
turned to ‘the scene of his erstwhile 
combat, and learned definitely that all 
the bears were dead.”’ 

Telling of the profusion of game this 
season, the bulletin continues: 

“The Khutze Inlet district, according 
to the latest reports emanating from 
that locality, is at present especially 
bountiful in game.: Grizzlies are com- 
mon quarries.

*“We-will.do everything, in peas! power 
to.see that this case reaches the high- 
est court in the land if necessary, to 
save the property owners of New York 
City from this unwarranted “infringe- 
ment: of their constitutional rights,” 
said J. Irving Walsh, President of ‘the 
Real Estate Board. ‘Our organization 
has ‘all along borne the brunt.of the 
fight: against the: ordinance;*and:.at 
praesent we are waging it alone, with 
only the:moral support of. those -whose 
interests are so seriously. threatened. 
Property-ownérs are already paying: all 
that the traffic will bear in order to 
defray the- cost of unnecessary legis- 
lation -and’ the increasing expenses of 
government. They are carrying a dis- 
proportionate.share’of this burden -as 
it is. ‘To.ask them to hand over the 
$17,000,000: or. more required for the in- 
stallation of the gas shut-off device in 
all tHe buildings affected by: the-order, 
would be a crying injustice. 

“ven if thé device in question were 
necessary for the protection of life—a 
point which- has by no méans been 
proyed to our gatisfaction—we still 
maintain thatthe duty of installing it 
falls-upon those who produce and dis- 
tribute .the gas, for it: is :manifestly 
their. instrument pwaies. erates: “the 
alleged danger. 

“To my knowledge there: hae’ never 
been’ a single -proved instance .in which 
loss of life at a fire in New York City 
could have been ‘averted by a mechan- 
ism such as the city now. wishes to 
force on the building owners. 

“I. desire in. rio wise to,:imply’ disre- 
spect. for the courts which have so far 
passed upon the points in.dispute.. The 
history of jurisprudence, offers a.multi- 
plicity of: instances. in “which judicial 
minds, of equal acumen and probity, 
have. differed: widely in: their interpre- 
tation ofthe Jaw, and we fell confident 
that ultimately our fight ‘will'.prove 
that we have both justice and the law 
on*our side:of the argument: i+ 

“As a result of Justice Ingraham’s 
decision it is anticipated -that thou; 
sands of orders_will be filed requiring 
property owners in the types of build- 
ings..covered .by the ordinance to in- 
stall the approved shut-off valve. It 
is nét likely, however, that any court 
would compel an owner t6*comply with 
such a mandate from the Fire. Commis- 
sioner while the litigation’ over ‘the 
validity of the ordinance.-is in prog- 
ress. ; 

“The crusade against. the gas-shut- 
off has been waged persisten y by the 
board for the past three years. or 
more.. It came to a head. on Jan. 27; 
1923, when ‘Ex-Mayor Hylan approved 
the measure requiring the installation 
of the device in all structures over five 
stories in height used for either busi- 
ness or residential purposes. It: was 
estimated that the buildings affected 
would number over 150,000 and that the 
cost of installation for each building 
owner would be about’ $140.*’

Miner From What They Are 
In This Country. . 


Americans contemplating a first trip 
abroad are particularly interested in 
all the hints they can obtain on dif- 
ferences in mail, travel and hotel cus- 
toms abroad, said a representative of 
the ,American Express Company re- 
cently, When asked for some general 
information on baggage and othe items 
connected ‘with travel. Seasoned trav- 
elers know all these things, but each 
year produces a brand-new crop of vis- 
itors to Europe who have to get this 
information. Not only are customs 
different, but common everyday things 
go by different names, he pointed out, 
and this applies not only to countries 
where foreign languages are spoken’ 
but to England, where a street car is 


and a “check"’ is “cheque,” and that 
the latter has to bear a revenue 
stamp. ; 
Division of service on trains into 
classes, since many years unknown in 
ca, is universal in Europe. In 
m countries there are three classes 
and@jin. some four. First class. is 
everywhere used only by the very 
rich—and by Americans. Second class 
has practically disappeared in Eng- 
land (on account of the excellence of 
third class), except on a few trains 
connecting with ‘boats for the Conti- 
nent, on which services there is a de- 
mand for -second class all the way 
through. The almost universal habit 
among well-informed: Americans, he 
said, is to travel third class in Eng- 
land and second in most of Europe, 
going first’ perhaps in Spain and Por- 
tugal. Where fourth class is found 
the seats are seldom upholstered. 
In most countries circular tickets 
(like our pre-war mileage books), good 
for a-certain amount of travel any- 


country, may be obtained. In some, 
reduced rates obtain for trips of more 
than a certain length; in others, tickets 
good for unlimited travel for a certain 
number of days may be obtained at a 
flat price. 


Ticket Examination. 


Throughout Europe tickets are in- 
variably examined on entering the 
train platform or boarding the train, 
and must usually be retained and sur- 
rendered at destination. 
Time tables, it was said, are not 
freely distributed in Europe, and it is 
sometimes difficult to obtain informa- 
tion about connections even from the 
station agent. On most of the Conti- 
nent the 24-hour clock is used, the 
hours from 1 P. M. to midnight being 
known as 13 to 24 o’clock. Trains are 
not commonly referred to by their 
numbers, as in America, and the story 
of the American who. with infinite 
paing had learned the number of the 
evening train is classic. “How is No. 
15 running this evening?” he asked 
the station agent. ‘‘The 7:34 is re- 
ported on time, sir,’’ replied the in- 
flexible Britisher. Sf 

The fact that European coaches are 
divided into compartments is known 
to most Americans. . Originally these 
compartments ran all the way across 


and access from one compartment to 
the next was only by opening the door 
and swinging along an outside run- 
ning. board. Such coaches are still to 
be found on local runs, and are prac- 


on through runs on the Continent they 
have been superseded by _corridor-and- 
vestibule cars. The compartments 
open at one side directly out of doors, 
but on the other into the corridor, 
which runs along one side of the coach. 


Reserved Seats. 

On European railways there are al- 
most no separate coaches consisting 
entirely .of. reserved seats, like the 
Pullman'cars in America. A few lines 
in England run Pullman cars, and of 
course all compartments in sleeping 
cars. sre on reservation, but in general 
the above holds true. Instead, any 


in an ordinary day coach may be re- 
served according to regulations, which 
vary in the different countries. 

Usually -a small fee is required for 
reserving a seat, and in some coun- 
tries, for instance in Italy, the reser- 
vation protects the seat only until a 
few. minutes béfore the time of de- 
parture: After that the seat belongs 
to the one who gets there first. 
Throughout Europe it is the custom to 
require the marking of a seat in some 
manner when, leaving it, for however 
sKort a‘ time. A book, gloves or hat 
suffices. It is sométimes possible to 
obtain. exclusive use of a compartment 
without taking quite all the seats 
therein. 

For sleeping, first (and usually sec- 
ond) class passengers on payment. of 
an. additional. amount have access to 
sleeping cars much like the compart- 
ments in thehewer American Pull- 
mans, where all bedding is supplied by 
the company. On other runs only 
“couchettes”’ are available, where only 
the mattress is supplied, and the trav- 
eler must supply his own covering, if 
desired. This can usually be rented,

customs. In England most trains carry 
“luggage vans,” or baggage cars, in|} 

which trunks and other heavy. baggage 
May be carried, but in which there are 
no facilities for checking. On arrival 
at destination each passenger must 
claim his own trunk. 

On most of the Continent only such 
baggage will be carried free as ‘can 
be taken into one’s compartment, and 
to be allowed in the compartment at 
all it must not exceed certain dimen- 
sions, so that it can go in the rack 
above one’s, head. All other baggage 
must be “registered,’”’- which means 
that it is carried checked in the bag- 
gage car much’as in America, except 

at extra payment must be made.: 

The advice often encountered ° to. 
carry only hand baggage is due to the 
fact that many trains donot carry 
baggage cars, so that if heavy ‘arti- 
cles are taken they must often be left 
behind to come by a later train. Con- 
trary to the custom in America, it. is 
usually the faster trains which do not 
carry baggage cars and the Jocals 
which ,do. 

Americans are puzzled at the ab- 
sence of any service parallel to the’ 
“express’”’ in this country, whereby 
articles are forwarded under receipt 
and\ attended by messengers: Articles 
may be sent through the mails and by 
freight. i 


have elevators, and those ch do 
often have queer customs, In many 
apartment houses. the elévators will 
carry one up, but if-one wishes to 
descend one must walk. In others, 
tenants may ride free, but visitors 
must pay. Servants are denied the 
use-.of the elevators in. many places. 
In spite of cheaper labor and compara- 
tive plenty of servants the automatic 
elevator is met. withimuch more often 
than in this country. 
European Subways. 

Americans who use the European 
subways are surprised to find first 
ang second class coaéches and smoking 
cars, with different rates and different 
tickets for the different classes. In 
London the rates vary with the dis- 
tance traveled, and the tickets bear 
the names of starting point and desti- 
nation. On the Continent a flat fare 
is more common. There ig no surveil- 
lance to see that a traveler with a 
second class ticket. doesn’t get into a 
first class coach, but occasionally in- 
spectors come through who mildly col- 
lect the additional sum from delin- 
quents. 

On some lines season tickets are sold, 
good for an unlimited number of trips 
during the period named. As every- 
where, the tickets must be shown at 
the entrance, where they are_punched, 
and surrendered at the exit. p 

In London most of the subways— 
“‘tubes,’’ they ‘are called—a&re deep un- 
derground, and so elevators from the 
train platforms discharge the passen- 
gers “into shop-lined arcades through 
which they reach the street. Some of 
the Paris subways were built by Eng- 
lish companies, and consequently the 
trains run to the left. Express service 
is practically unknown, though the 
London trains maintain a semblarice 
of one by skipping certain stops. The 
signs. indicating such trains read: 
“This train passes —,” followed by 
the names of the stations skipped, and 
many a visitor has been deluded 
thereby into believing the train not 
rary RE passéd but. stopped at those 
points.

Sending Letters, 2 

When it is definitely known at what 
hotels one will be, and on what dates, 
it is usually more convenient to have 
one’s letters sent there. ~ Otherwise it 
is best to use the foreign offices of 
some travelyagency or firm. Friends 
should be warned that only to British 
possessions will 2 cents carry a let- 
ter; elsewhere the minimum charge is 
5 cents. The American Express Com- 
pany, whose Paris office during the 
Summer rush handles as many as 
40,000 letters a day, finds that 90 per 


carry insufficient postage. 

Another thing which causes ‘confu- 
sion jis that no telegrams or letters 
can be sent collect, so that when it is 
expected that cables will arrive after 
one’s departure a small deposit should 
be left at the address in care of which 
they will arrive to cover the cost of 
telegraphing them. on. 

Hotel customs do not differ greatly 
from those in this country. The 
“American plan’’ of operation is found 
far more frequently than in the land 
which ‘gave it birth. Many hotels now 
make a surcharge for service, and in 
many, cities and some countries there 
are taxes on hotel bills. These items 
are not included in the prices quoted 
for accommodations, ‘but are added to 
the total of the bill, so that if this is
